Even before th** announcem ent by 
Mr. Hines, strikers at virtually all 
points were obeying orders of chiefs 
of the International Railroad B ro th ­ 
erhoods to return to work. 
Union leaders here urged the men 
to consider the consequences of r e ­ 
m ain in g on strike in view of Mr. 
Hines' statement that all men who 
did nett return to th eir posts by th** 
time set would find their positions 
filled. 
The first break in th e strike came 
when the Oakland switch and y a r d ­ 
men reported for work at midnight 
last night, enabling three transcon­ 
tinental lines to 
re-establish 
full 
schedules. 


Embargo Lifted. 
Reports throughout the day to the 


1'nited States railroad 
a d m i n i s t r a ­ 
tion were that the men were report­ 
ing for work or promising to do so. 
The freight embargo on 
the 
San 
Francisco hay was lifted so far as 
Oakland was concerned but remained 
in effect here. 
Among the developments of th** 
day was lite despatching of telegrams 
by striking trainmen here to Presi­ 
dent Wilson and Mr. Hines urging 
th em to take over and operate the 
lines of the Pacific Electric Railway 
system radiating from Isis Angeles.

Wright Brothers Are Considered De­ 
velopers of the Airplane, but Always 
Gave Full Credit to Langley, Cha­ 
nute and Other Pioneers.

Washington,— Major General M eno 
her, head of the air service, sent a 
telegram to Orville W right the other 
day, the occasion being the tenth an­ 
niversary of the delivery of the fir*!

to the Wright brothers, whose fore­

new means of communication.* 
It was about a decade ago that the 
United States government, with one 
of the Wright brothers on tim scene, 
made Its preliminary test of airplanes 
In this city before adopting them for 
the service of the United State*.

Wencher has given the credit for the 
(levelopment of lie- airplane to the 
standards
